Privilege Not A Right 
“ It is not an unusual thing for per­ 
sons against whom an accusation is 
made to offer to go before a grand 
jury and testify under a waiver of 
immunity. 
Many persons by' so doing 
have succeeded in exonerating them ­ 
selves before the grand jury. It must 
be rememberer! that the law does 
not confer on a defendant the rights 
to appear before the grand jury even 
under a waiver of immunity; it is a 
privilege and not a legal riyht.”
